Darnell some §10 for pocket money for 
the boys. Ou tho Ist of May Dr. Dar- 
nell announced that the school was about 
to be transferred to St. Catharines, and 
the next day he left without making any 
provision for some of tlic boys who wore 
so far distant from home a.s to bo unable 
to communicate with their parents in- 
side of several days. It waa then arrang- 
ed with the Western University to ac- 
commodate half a dozen of the students, 
the rest being sent home at once and 
word sent to tho parents of tho remainder 
of the breaking up of tho school. Tho 
receipts which Mrs. Davidson showed 
were dated tho Cth of March, 1883, and

HOUSES DESTROYED AND PEOPLE 
KILLED. 

On the 18th instant a terrible cyclone 
passed over Wisconsin and Illinois. It 
was announced by tho breaking of the 
clouds which took a whirling motion ami 
struck the earth with a noise whioli 
might be compared with the roar and rum- 
bling of a thousand railroad train.s thun- 
dering over a bridge. TIio path of tiie 
storm is a little over half a mile \on^, and 
perhaps a quarter' of a mile wide. In 
this torritor}' tlierqis not a. building loft 
standing; all, brick- and^rame '[alike, col- 
lapsed, and their "sitos' " are ^ marif ed only 
by heaps of formless debris. Many oc - 
cupants of the houH'ob e.icapod by .sucking 
cellars and other places of conjparalivo 
safety, but the cyclone came with iiuch 
lightning quickness that many woru killed 
before they^ reached the cellars. In only 
a few cases were hc^uses moved from thoLr 
foundations. Those in the center of tho 
storm simply exploded and fell in niin.s. 
The cyclone, as it moved from Tlacino 
out upon the waters of Lake .Micliigan, 
presented a grand spectacle, such as i.s 
seen but once in a lifetime. Whirling 
columns of air .seemed tnonstor wreathes 
of smoke, as they whirled over tho 
watery expanse, bearing with them col- 
umns of waterspouts. 

Racine, Wis., May 19. — Investigation 
this morning only serves to swell the li.st 
of casualties, and make nu.'ro sweeping the 
destruction occasioned by tiie cyclone 
last evening. It ia now known that fully 
25 persona were killed and 100 injured. 
One hundred and fifty houses were do 
molished, and had tho cyclone struck tlie 
business center, tho damage would not 
easily have been calculated. At Union 
Junction, sovon miles west, many houses 
were carried away, and one young man 
killed. The sun rose bright this inurning 
on the scene of desolation loft in the 
tornado's track. 

A little girl, five months old, w.as dis- 
covered this morning in a yard near by 
with both logs broken, dead. A boy, 
eight years of age, waa also found alive, 
but badly bruised. Jas. Kiipel, living i;; 
a house on tho lake shoro, saw the cyclone 
coming, and started for tho house of Mr. 
Hilker, to get into a collar, his wife and 
child being with him. When .iboiil half 
way across the lot the storm caught thoni. 
Mrs. Kupel foil and lost her hold on thu 
child, which was carried rapidly towards 
the lake. A large" Newfoundland dog of 
j\f r. Hilker's ran and caught the child and 
held it until tho dangof was over, tliuh 
saving it from being carried into tho 
lake. Mr. Kupel grasped his wife and 
saved her. One hundred buildings of 
various kinds were' destroyed, fences de- 
molished, orchards uprooted and a iiuin- 
ber of horses and cattle killed. .-Vny esti- 
mate of tho total loss must be taken with 
considerable allowance, but it is [irobablo 
that from 8700,000 to §1,000,000 will not 
cover it. 

Scenes along the course of the cyclone 
are pitiful andheartrending in the extreme. 
News of the disaster was not generally 
known until this morning. Threatening 

weather, whicli forbodea another storm, 
is keeping most people in the dwelling.s 
on the south side in the vicinity of Ihoir 
homes. Few of those who witnessed the 
phenomenon comprehended its terrible 
significance, supposing it to bo merely a 
wind storm, liko tiioso which uro coninioii 
occurrences in summer. As a coiirie- 
quonce it was not generally known until 
this morning that Racine had suH'ered :i 
calamity without parallul in its hi.story. 
The scone among the dead, wounded and 
dying was one painful beyond description. 
In many instances surviving relatives had 
lost all semblantos of reason. Physician.' 
wore not numerous enough to give prompt 
attention and numerous bleeding victim.^ 
wore rolled in blankets while thoir anxi- 
ous relatives ran in every direction to 
secure medical aid. 

Clinto.v, 111., May 19. — A terrible cy- 
clone passed over this vicinity last eve- 
ning, doing a vast amount of damage to 
property and killing several persons. The 
wind took a southeasterly course and fol- 
lowed Salt creek in thia county, on which 
line many houses were utterly destroyed. 
About six miles south of Clinton the wind 
tore down a house killing Peter Clifton, 
his wife and thoir eight-year-old daughter 
and injuring another child. 

A terrific cyclone 75 yards wide, from 
tho aoutheaat, passed over a portion of 
D'eWitt county last night, doing iinnjeliHo 
damage wherever it struck. It was fun- 
nel sliaped and revolved with great ra- 
pidity. The sight was grand, though ter- 
rible in tho extreme. Near Kenney hail- 
stones fell as large as hickory nuts. Tho 
f(dlowing houses and barns wore a total 
wreck: Mason Gordon's house torn to 
pieces and family slightly injured. W . 
.Vnderson's house a complete wreck. 5Ir. 
ISettison's house was blown out of nighi 
and family injured; the house was c:irried 
half a mile. George Hartsock's barn and 
outhouses were blown down. Tho loss is 
§300,000. Tlio storm went from Hart- 
sock's to Mr. Shaw's, where a brick house 
was blown down, the roof 'taken off and 
all the outbpildingH blown down. Fol- 
lowing are dead: Goorgo P.CIifti.m, .Mrs. 
Clifton and Elsie Clifton, tho latter a/ed 
seven years. About "20 are wouiuled. 
The house occupied by a family of six 
named McPherson, was picTvcd up and 
carried about 100 feet and dropped. Tlio 
family miraculously escaped without so 
rious injury. Great trees were wrenchi'd 
off like cornstalks. 

Stau.nton, 111., May 10. -At lOo'clook 
last evening a tornado passed about three 
miles east of here, totally demolishing 
Livingstone's fine farm residi^nceand dan- 
gerously injuring Mr. Living.stone. Other 
buildings in tho vicinity were destroyed 
and orchards injured. A construction 
train, composed of about twenty-five men, 
of tho Springfield southeastern railway 
company, were near Mount Olive hou.se. 
Some were sleeping in a large barn. All 
were seriously injured, two being instant- 
ly killed. 

Si'RiNoi'iKLD, TIL, May 19. — The dam- 
age caused by the cyclone which visited 
this section of the .state last night wa.s 
more appalling than at first supposed. As- 
suming the form of a huge baUoon soutii 
of this city, it travelled to the northeast 
with terrific velocity, followed by the 
usual vividness of electricity. It struck 
tho ground on Elijah He's farms, at South 
Junction, and laid in waste three build- 
ings and as many barns and outhouses. 
Mr. He's largo, two-story brick w.is en- 
tirely destroyed. A mile further to the 
northeast tho Ivouse of Mrs. English waa 
ruthlessly torn to pieces. Everything 
about tho place was entirely destroyed. 
Mrs. English was crushed and mangled 
by the falling, timbers. After demolish- 
ing Mrs. English's home tho hurricane 
seems to have raised and rushed onward 
over three or four mi.'.es too.Jtigh' to do 
much damage. It struck the oarth agtin 



four miles east of the city, where the lit- 
tle settlement of Round Prairie is situa- 
ted, and played havoc with tho lives and 
property of farmers in that vicinity. The 
first farm in the track of the atorm was 
that of Wm . Contrail. It waa occupied 
by himself, wife and hired man. They 
saw the fearful engine of destruction ap- 
proaching and took refuge in the ccdlar. 
Floro they weathered the storm in .safety, 
while the house, barn, outlmildinga, fen- 
ces and stock were destroyed and killed. 
The h(ui.ses uf flon. B. W. No3trand,Mr. 
McVeigh, Henry Hughes, Samuel Ash- 
ton,, Jas. Trotter, (Jeorge Pay, Henry 
Furley, JJeiiiy Farbeck ami .S. A, Griibb 
were torn down and grt^at dauuigo done 
other property. 

On Grassy I'raii io, ideveii miles so.ulh, 
farm- housof were, destroyed. A man, a 
boy and two ehildreVi were killed and 
DllieiH injured southeast of • the city. 
Along the line of the Jacksonville South- 
eastern Uailwaj" much damage ia reported. 
Near Franklin the storm was fearfully de- 
structive. \t I'isgate, the Iiouho, barn 
and lU'i'hard of Jas. Oxley wore swept 
away and his wife and children seriously 
injured. At Woodlawii, where there was 
a fatally severe tornado three years ago, 
the railroad depot was destroyed and cars 
blown from the track and into atoms, tho 
trad; being partially torn up. The worst 
of the cyclone, however, was some nine 
miles north uf here, on tho Peoria branch 
of llio Wabash. Tho storm waa in the 
shape of a column, and struck the south 
part of town at tho southern edge, going 
northeast, completely across the business 
and rosidcnco portion of the pliico, lovol- 
ing four stores, two ciiurches, the depot, 
repair shops and 13 dwellings, besides in- 
juries to others and destroying much 
other property . .\t .Mrs. Grillin's house 
her two suns and luie daughter were in- 
jured, and another daughter, aged 22, 
killed. Another ruined dwelling was 
that of her son, Dr. .S. Oriflin, who, with 
his wife, were at llie city hospital here, 
and both are probably fatally internally 
injured. A seven-nionths-old daughter 
killed. Jamoa StophciL-ion's Ikuiso was 
destroyed and his wife killed. Mr. and 
.Mrs. .(. W. llaller, .mi aged couple, lost 
their lives in their wrecked liome, mak- 
ing C dead in town, and fully If) injured, 
of those ;! will probably die. 

Siur.M.w, 111., May 19.— Tho cyclone 
passed through this section, doing great 
(liim.'ige, and a number of pprsone lire re- 
ported jerioii.sly injureil md one dead. 
The storm ciuno from the southwest, pass- 
ing half a mile west of this place, and one 
mile east in plain view, covering about a 
quarter uf a mile in width. Citizens are 
responding toward tho relief of suffer- 
ers.

me a reasonable and liberal considera- j 
tion for my sfirvicos, and Lo propose an j 
amount to me. In that expectation I 
was disappointed, and that is tho only! 
reason why 1 did not render my ac- ;

riod. I never hail a doubt but that I j 
■«'ould be paid; neitlier liave 1 a doubt i 
now of being paid my full dtjinuud. \ 
Tho major portion of the time that I 
acted as Special Agent, viz., from , 
March 2'kh, 1881, to May 8th, 1882, 
was practically under an appointment 
of the Legislative xVasflrably; for the 
mission to London and the recall b.aok 
to Ottawa was really in support of the 
jirayer of their petition to the (iueen,
